Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

Group I, claim(s) 3, 4 and 8-10, drawn to display device requiring an aperture width to 
be outside the range of 2-7 micrometers. 

Group II, claim(s) 5, 7 and 18, drawn to a display device requiring a shield and an 
aperture width falling within the range 2-7 micrometers. 

Group III, claim(s) 11-14, drawn to a display requiring a crosstalk parameter to be 5.6. 

Group IV, claim(s) 15-17, drawn to a display wherein a parameter of the auxiliary 
capacity lines is chosen to control negative capacitance and thereby to maintain, below 
a predetermined crosstalk value. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I through IV do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
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same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the 
invention of groups l-IV require different technical features whereas any particular 
invention does not require the particulars of the other. The only common features are 
that they constitute displays having auxiliary capacitors and apertures but since those 
features would be obvious over prior art none of them can represent a special technical 
feature.
